PREPARING FOR THE DINNER. 


The prelimenary work for the festival 
must now begin. The “hired-man” has all 
the ‘pong killed, and he is ready to join 
the boys in picking and dressing it. The 
school closes for a week, and while Ma pre- 
pares the meat and suet for mince-pies, 
some of the children help to chop it, while 
others pare the apples, pound or grind the 


spice—no spices ready und could be 
bought then—stone the raisins, or wash and 
dry the currants. - Then. wood must be 
brought in and piled near the two large 
brick ovens, for the wonderful baking of 
the next day, when the. daughters take 
eharge of one oven, and Ma of the other;

The two brick ovens were promptly heat- 
ed, and when the coals were cleaned out, 
were filled with pies,and as fast as they were 
done the ovens were re-heated and filled 
time and time again, till a broad shelf in 
the cold “cheese-room,’’ covered with white 
paper, was loaded with minee-pies. These 
pies had most delicate and “flaky’’ crusts. 

The pumpkins—great, rich, sweet pump- 
kins—are now to be ed, stewed and siit- 
ed; spice in tnlimited quantities to be 
pounded or ground ; apples are to be pared ; 
eggs to be beaten; coffee to be roasted; 
the wood for constantly renewing the heat 
in the ovens to be kept close by; all being 
ever mindful to save the mother from any 
additional labor, for with so many willing 
helpers, “hired help’? would have spoiled 
half the pleasure.

The New Malilroad Trust 

New York, Nov. 28.—The Sun. 
publishes what it claims isan au- 
thoratative statement regarding 
the terins of the railroad trust. It 
says that Jay Gould has taken hold 
ofthe problem with evident sin- 
cerlty. The Atchison Company 
has been represented by President 
Strong, aud the St. Louis & San 
Francisc6 road by President Fn- 
slow. So far as is necessary to se- 
cure the co-operation of the South- 
ern Pacific system, C. P. Hunting- 
ton or some one of bis lieutenants 
assisted. Commissioner Midgley, 
who formerly supervised’ the 
Southwestern Traffic Association, 
has also been an active participant 
ia the conference: That under the 
Inter State law, the pooling. ar- 
rangemenuis were out of the ques- 
tien. was conceded at the start,and 


that all of the other old devices for 
maintaining rates were useless. 
Under these circumstances two 
points were finally agreed upon: 
One was to take the ‘Tate-making 
power entirely from the subordin- 
ate officers of these corparations, 
aud the other isto punish viola- 
tions of the schedule tariff, by 
summary and permanent dismissal. 
Upon these two fundamental prin- 
ciples, the simp-:e plan for running 
the records of company business 
through a certain house was form- 
ulated. 

The three great systems referred 
to have agreed to put this plan 
into execution as soon as the plans 
can be arranged. The fact that 
some of the so-called granger roads 
eccupy some of the upper part of 
the southwestern territory, while 
the Atchison systems extends into 
> led the southwestern mau- 

ersto make an effort to bring 
. out a revolution in those roads, 
for the good of all concerned. Be- 
fore completing their plan, they 
decided to.submit it to the presi- 
dents of all important roads‘doing 
business west of Chicago and south 
of St. Paul. It should be under- 
stood that allthe Pacific roads are 
now banded tegether in the Trans- 
continent Traffic Association, whicb 
at present fe performing its fune- 
tions. most sgt torily; hence, 
they were t included’ in the 
scope e present “work, nor 
were the Toad inthe extreme 
southwestern tates, as they have, 
owing to the impetus given to the 
work. of improv just devised 
by the national Veaflic Asso- 
ciatign$. aA. few. answers have al- 
ready been received from the com- 
pavies to which the outlines of the 
new and comprehensive agreement 
have been submitted, and all of 
them have signified a desire to be- 
come parties to it. .The three pres- 
idents heard from are these of the 
Union Pacific, Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul and the “ Stickney ” 
system. 

Jay Gould and Russel Sage held 
a conference with the representa- 
tives of the Rock Island road last 
night, with a view to securiag 
their adhesion to the railroad 
trust.. Sage says the scheme is 
meeting with general favor, and 
that it is the only one for stopping

to all farmers who constantly complain 
of hard times and live in advance of 
the crops that are growing. There is 
beyond doubt an error in the ‘system. 

A frugal farmer like a thrifty mechanic 
should live no faster than he earns. 
Now to do this and- keep pace with the 
times, the.farmer must have a diver- 
sity of crops—have something to sell 
in eVery Month of the vear. - The 
wheat and-the corn. are harvested . but 
once in the year, and if they must buy 
all of the necessaries of life until an- 
other vear rolls about they must neces. 
sarily be mamfpoth crops. When 


there is no wheat, corn.or hay to sell, 
there should at Teast be" butter, ork 
and poultry.- . 

Not a farm in Colorado should have 
less than a dozen or twenty varieties 
of crops. Ifone fails in the field or in 
the market another will not. A very 
hot season will blight the potato crop, 
while it will be just suited to the de- 
velopment of navy beans and barley. 
erop of ‘tehacco.can be had on 
land too thin for corn. Peas will fat- 
ton hogs and make two crops in the 
year. Oats will grow where it is too 
cold for alfalfa. Alfalfa will make the 
most money if the farmer will but feed 
it to fattening sheep or to milch cows, 
and then sell the mutton, the milk, 
the butter and the cheese. Poultry 
will grow everywhere, and chickens 
will lay if they have feed.

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DISCOUNT ON SILVER. 


Which Costs One Company Over a 
Million Dolfars in a Year. 

To show how the’ discount-on-sil ver 
affects, mining operations, the reéord 
of a single mining company fora sin- 
gle year may be taken. The,Granite 
Mountain Co. of: Montana received 
from the sales of theiy silver, during 
the past fiscal year, 94.48 cents per 
ounce. ‘The difference between .the 
average price for which they sold their 
product and the price at which the 
Government sells it to the people has 
been 34.8 cents per ounce, and on the 
4,162,972 ounces produced and shipped 
by this one company, their compulsory 
contribution to native and foreign 
monometallists has been $1,100,000 
for the fiscal year. The president of 
the company calls attention to this 
very forcibly in hisannual report. The 
free coinage of silver would give silver- 
producers 36 per. cent. more than they 
now receive, and which: now. gcas to 
swell the Treasury surplus. The 
Treasury of the United States pays for 
silver at thé market valde of bullion, 
say at the rate of 95 cents fora pure 
ounce, at which rate 37144 grains of 
silver in a standard dollar costs the 
Treasury about 734 cents, from which 
it will be seen that the Treasury 
makes, say 2644 cents on every dollar 
coined, or a profit of over 36 per cent.
